million dollars. WH. Stanage 

& Co,, Cincinnati. Ohio.” 

Seldom, indeed, even in Wall Street, 
can one set afloat a little venture at 
such favoring odds as this—7,c00 to 1 
—and it is not surprising therefore, 
that the stock market has-been abah- 
doned to its melancholy fate and hot 
haste made to learn the particulars 
of this new and capiivating gamble. . 


Curiously cnough the trail leads 
back to the great speculative mar- 
kets, for in his day, back in 1887,, the 
KE L.\ Harper, of the little advertise- 
ment was the Edward L. Harper who 
tried unsuccessfully to corner the 
wheat market, but succeeded in. an 


eminent degree in wrecking the Fidel-’ 


ity National Bank of Cincinnati, of 
which he was the vice-president. De- 
posits and. securities of that institu- 
tion to the amount of some $6,000,- 
000 went into the wheat speculation 
and never came out, really, for the de- 
positors only got 8 cents for. their 
dollars. 
Ten Years’ Term in Prison 

Harper went to the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary for a ten-year term, and when 
he came out tried to go through bank- 
ruptcy, asserting that he had only $50 
of assets against liabilities of some 
$750,000. 

Receiver George C. Rankin, who 
had been placed in charge of the af- 
fairs of the defunct Fidelity Bank, 
opposed Harper's’ bankruptcy ambi- 
tions successfully and kept up a run- 
ning fire of court proceedings, lasting 
more than eighteen years, which final- 
ly resulted in a judgment for $5,280,- 
000 against Harper, which was af- 
fired by Judge Coxe, and a jury in 
the United States Circuit Court in 
this city on January 4th, 1906. The 
judgment was about all the receiver 
had to show for his labors, however, 
for Harper never paid it. 

Coming to New York, the ex-bank 
officer got’ hold of the sixty-million- 
dollar United Steel Chain Company 
and reorganizbed it into the two-mil- 
fion-dollar Union Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, with plants in this state, Col- 
orado, Virginia, Alabama and Ohio, 
He even interested some rather sub- 
stantial capitalists in his enterprise, 
including Edmund Kk. Stallo, of Cin- 
cinnati, son-in-law of Alexander Me- 
Donald of the Standard Oil group. 

The concern held on until the eve 
of the 1907 panic, when it went into 
a receiver's hands, to be sold later to 
Rogers, Brown & Co, who paid $25,- 
00 for $200,000 of the bonds, and 
thus got control, Since the break-up 
of this project!

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EAST END STABLES — 
BURN LAST NIGHT 


Fire Threatened: Potter and Mc- 
Dougall’s Stables But Depart- 
ment Soon Controlled It

A fire which threatened to be an 
exceedingly serious one broke out 
shortly before 8 o'clock last evening 
in the upper part of Potter & McDou- 
gall’s stables on Queen's avenue. 

Apparently the fire started in the 
harness room directly above the office, 
and a number of men who were seat- 
ed around the stove in the office were 
the first to notice the smoke. sifting 
down through the cracks between the 
boards, } 

The alarm was at once turned in 
and the twenty-eight horses in the 
stables taken to a place of safety. 
The chemical from No. 1 was the first 
to arrive closely followed by that of 
Number 3, while the men from No. 
2 responding to a special call were not 
far behind and soon six streams of 
vater were pouring into the burning 


Twenty Tons of Hay in Loft 

The work was rendered very diffi- 
cult owing to the fact that the loft 
in which the fire broke out contained 
nearly twenty tons’ of hay, but under 
the dicrection of Chief Davidson the 


flames were got under control and 
very little damage was done, — the 
whole being fully covered by insur- 


ance. 

“$1,000 will cover the loss I think,” 
said Mr. A. FE. Potter, “There were 
twenty tons of hay, and a large stock 
of robes and harness in the loft,” 

It is impossible to,fell how the fire 
started although it is supposed that 
the stove pipe passing through the 
harness room from. the office may 
have been responsible for the con- 
flagration.

Grand Trunk Officials Claim They 
Sent. Out 126 Trains 


Montreal, July: 27—Grand ‘Trunk 
officials state that 126° freight trains 
out yesterday, consisting 
of 2,386 cars. They claim to be mak- 
ing. good progress in moving traffic. 
Messrs. Lee and Garritson, heads of 
the brotherhoods involved, are here 
today holding consultations.

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Sir Wilfrid Made Great Speech— 
Compared British and U. S. 
Governments 


Melfort, Sask., uly 27.—Sir Wiifrid 
Laurier made a great speech to the 
citizens of Prince Albert to-day. 

“When I came to the most north- 
erly portion of the American conti- 
nent and see immense crowds of 
British people,’ he sar, “Task myself 
how it is that the great and mighty 
fabric of the British Empire, which 
extends over’ the whole civilized 
world, can be maintained, and in my 
humble judgment the founaation up- 


on which it can be maintained is the} 


principle of autonomy. which is the 
extending of the British constitution 
to the component parts of the Im- 
pire. 

“The British constitution,” contin- 
ued Sir Wilfrid, “certainly is the most 
perfect instrument of government 
which has ever been devised by man 
for the government of men. It is 
not perfect—nothing is perfect in this 
world—but it is perfectable. It keeps 
time with the progress of the age.” 

Extols British Constitution 

Comparing the British with the 
American constitutions the Premier 
said the British constitution was the 
more democratic, and. it 
elastic. and better agapted to there- 
quirements of theh people. 

“tt is ereating new nations,” he 
said, “‘which in time of danger will 
sustain the Motherland. Should ever 
danger arise, Canada, Australia, and 
New Zealand are free an + reat na- 
tions, and are more than-that, South 
Africa holds a similar position under 
the British flag. 

“T regard the confederation of the 
states in South “the 
brightest’ phrases of British history. 
Whereas there was war between the 
countries ten years ago, to- “day South 
Africa is a new star in the crown of 
Great Britain. No nation in the world 
could have done what Eneland has 
done in South Africa. She has proved 
once more that she is at the head of 
civilization, and in the cause of jus- 
tice and Iberty and freedom she will 
always stand in the forefront and 
take all chances.”

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Nortlwwestern and ‘Western States 
similar conditions prevail. The Dako- 
tus and ‘Minnesota seem to Aave suf- 
fered quite as severely as the south- 
ern pants of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, while all the Western 
States have sustained more or less 
damage drom unfaverable weather.
